EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 

LUDLOW  FISH  &  GAME  CLUB 

LUDLOW,  MASSACHUSETTS

Meeting  convened  at  11:15  A.M.  with  President  Osborn  presiding.   Pres.  Osborn 
asked  to  go  directly  into  Executive  Session. 

Executive  Council  Meeting  reconvened  at  1:05  P.M.   Vice  President  Mary  Ann  Scibelli 
read  the  prayer. 

President  Osborn  welcomed  Phyllis  Gifford  to  the  staff,  and  he  asked  that 
the  minutes  from  the  previous  meeting  of  July  14,  1982,  be  accepted.   Minutes 
accepted. 

President  Osborn  spoke  relative  to  continuity  in  COPE  which,  at  this  time, 
is  lacking. 

Paul  Quirk  matter  introduced.   Paul  feels  that  union  is  not  supporting  him 
and  is  thus  impeding  his  efforts  to  make  a  living.   He  wants  to  enter  into 
the  field  of  neutral  arbitration.   Letter  from  Mr.  Quirk  read.   He  has  an 
opportunity  to  become  a  panel  arbitrator  and  he  needs  four  references  from 
labor.   Requests  endorsement  for  this  position  from  Council. 

Image  of  Council  discussed.   It  was  felt  that  Council  should  put  the  past  in 
the  past  and  go  forward.   Executive  officers  do  not  feel  they  can  endorse  a 
person  who  does  not  have  the  support  of  his  local  union.   The  Council  tried 
to  contact  local  head,  John  Templeton,  but  he  was  away  on  vacation. 
Gerry  Casey  assured  there  would  be  no  problem  with  her  union,  and  she 
stated  she  would  be  talking  to  John  Templeton  Thursday  via  telephone. 
Officers  said  they  would  check  and,  if  no  problem,  they  would  go  along  and 
give  the  endorsement. 

Vice  Pres.  Corbett  discussed  Quirk.   Recommended  matter  be  tabled  at  this 
time  since  there  is  only  60%  participation.   President  Osborn  felt  it  should 
not  be  postponed.   Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  felt  we  should  endorse 
Quirk.   Letter  from  AAA  is  on  its  way,  and  we  should  act  on  it  before  long. 
Corbett  motioned  to  table.   Not  seconded.   Motion  does  not  come  before  the 
body. 
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Exec.  V.P.  Campbell  discussed  the  background  of  Quirk  with  relation  to 
the  past.   Since  Quirk  wants  a  job  with  Dunlop,  and  Dunlop  is  not 
a  friend  of  labor,  he  suggested  presenting  matter  to  Local  509  to  see 
what  they  thought.   Campbell  felt  that  no  one  would  ever  choose  Quirk 
to  arbitrate  a  case  on  the  building  trades.   Does  not  believe  in  tabling 
it  since  we  will  just  be  prolonging  this  issue.   With  approval  of  SEIU 
local,  he  will  go  along  with  endorsement  of  Quirk. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  Executive  Board  communicate  with  SEIU 
and  proceed  from  there. 

Vice  Pres.  Joyce  feels  that  AAA  should  write  and  request  a  recommendation ■ 
from  the  AFL-CIO.   Recommendation  contingent  on  approval  from  local  SEIU. 
Corbett  feels  that  Executive  Council  should  vote  "with  their  heads  and 
not  their  hearts."   Consider  the  question  "Is  he  with  us  or  against  us?" 
Unanimous  vote  that  we  honor  request  of  Paul  Quirk  for  a  recommendation 
from  the  Council  based  upon  written  recommendation  of  his  local  Union  #509, 

Unanimous. 

Bill  from  United  Way  discussed.   Vice  Pres.  Eustace  asked  if  this  had  to 
do  with  "Right  to  Work."  Answer,  no.   Recommended  bill  to  be  paid. 

Remaining  minutes  of  the  Executive  Officers  Meeting  accepted. 

Pres.  Osborn  spoke  against  the  Boston  Committee.   Motion  made  that  no  one 
from  Labor  serve  on  this  committee.   Unanimous.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


Marvoulls '  campaign  discussed.   No.  Shore  building  trades  Vice  Pres.  Charles 
DeRosa  voted  to  give  no  money.   Vice  Pres.  Joseph  Joyce  stated  that 
Congressman  Marvoulls  was  not  meeting  his  commitments.   Question  of  non-union 
work  being  done  in  Salem  and  Peabody. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  check  into  this  situation.   So  voted. 

Executive  Vice  Pres.  Lydon  voted  to  support  Unit  #1,  Alliance  AFSCME/SEIU 
against  NAGE.   Unanimous.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  advised  that  his  affiliation  drive  was  not 

up  to  expectations  due  to  vacations  and  not  having  had  time  to  get  out  into 

the  field  .   No  increase  in  affiliation  because  of  this. 

Convention~response  discussed.   Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  advised  that 

this  year  we  have  slowest  return  in  history.   10%  in  at  present, 

usually  50%.   Urged  that  everyone  get  their  credentials  in  and  spread  the 

word. 
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Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  gave  the  "General  Fund  and  COPE  Report". 
Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  financial  report.   So  Voted. 

COPE  &  EDUCATION  -  President  Osborn  spoke  against  H.J.  Res.  350  and  urged 
Vice  Presidents  to  have  their  affiliates  mail  cards  to  Congressmen  Conte 
and  Early. 

PARADE  -  Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Campbell  reported  that  the  progress  on  the 
parade  was  admirable.   Advised  that  Governor  King  has  made  the  proclama- 
tion on  Labor  Week  and  things  were  coming  along. 

Plans  are  complete  for  the  Film  Festival  to  be  held  at  Boston  Park  Plaza 
on  September  2,  1982,  from  5  to  10  P.M.   Urged  Vice  Presidents  to  take 
posters  to  display  in  the  shops. 

SCHOLARSHIP  PROGRAM  -  This  was  discussed  and  plans  are  underway  to  change 
the  format  of  this  program. 

New  program  instituted  at  last  COPE  meeting  -  "Friends  and  Enemies"  Program. 
Letter  mailed  to  all  affiliates.   Listed  as  special  friend,  Lou  Nickinello. 
Three  other  friends  are:   Tom  Gallagher,  John  Pignatelli,  and  Nicholas 
Buglioni. 

Our  enemies  -  Bruce  Weatherbee,  Mary  Jeanette  Murray,  and  Angelo  Marrotta. 

In  order  to  assist  our  friends,  funds  are  needed.   At  the  present  time,  we 
have  in  our  special  "Friends  and  Enemies"  fund  $2,600.   Please  make  every 
effort  to  help. 

Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  accept  COPE  &  Education  Report.   So  Voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Legislative  Director  Cashman  reported  on  plant  closings,  damage  controls, 
Board  of  Regents  (with  a  very  good  chance  of  passage  to  have  Labor  person) , 
Secretary  of  Labor  bill  (with  Rep.  George  Kevarian  helping  so  that  it  will 
not  be  discarded  during  recess),  Widow's  benefits,  relative  to  average  cost 
of  living  wage. 

Roll  call  votes,  1981,  done.   1982  not  completed. 

Cashman,  at  the  request  of  Pres.  Osborn,  prepared  a  questionnaire  with 
12  items,  including  such  topics  as  death  penalty,  bottle  bill,  etc.   In 
time,  if  said  questionnaire  works  out  well,  this  will  take  the  place  of 
roll  call  voting  record.   President  Osborn  to  review  this  questionnaire  and 
advise. 
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Vice  President  Fonseca  asked  that  we  support  Bill  H.R.  5133  relative  to 
fair  auto  legislation. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  support  Bill  H.R.  5133.   So  voted. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Legislative  Report.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Exec.  Vice  Pres.  Russell  Campbell  to  give  a 

report  on  the  Parade.   He  advised  that  the  Carmen's  union  had  donated 

the  use  of  a  replica  of  the  first  trolley  car  for  the  parade.   Herb  Connolly 

has  offered  the  use  of  two  convertibles  for  senior  citizens  and  past 

officers  to  ride. 

Next  year,  we  should  start  six  months  in  advance  and  go  statewide.   Parade 
will  show  30,000  people  marching  side  by  side. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  increase  efforts  next  year  in  planning  parade. 
So  voted. 

Eddie  O'Neil,  President  of  Union  Label,  addressed  the  meeting  urging  support 
and  assistance  in  his  quest  to  increase  their  membership.   Soj voted.

The  Senate  has 
already  approved  the  Balanced  Budget  Amendment  and  unless  you  tell  your  representative  "NO"  to 
the  Balanced  Budget  Amendment,  it  will  pass  in  the  House. 

GUESS  WHO'S  GOING  TO  PAY  IF  IT  PASSES? 

Working  Americans.  Of  course. 

It  will  turn  the  current  recession  into  a  depression,  according  to  respected  economics  experts.  If 
it  went  into  effect  in  1985,  by  1987: 

•  UNEMPLOYMENT  would  go  up  2.2  percent,  throwing  2.6  million  more  Americans  out  of  work.

SOCIAL  SECURITY  WILL  BE  SLASHED  TO  THE  BONE 

The  Republicans  have  been  trying  to  break  their  contract  with  the  American  people  by  cutting 
Social  Security.  We  stopped  them  before  but  now  the  Balanced  Budget  Amendment  looms  as  their 
SNEAK  ATTACK  on  Social  Security.  If  the  Amendment  becomes  law,  huge  cuts  in  entitlement 
programs  would  occur.

But  it  doesn't  keep  them  that  way  and  so  requiring  a  balanced 
budget  is  similar  to  requiring  a  family  to  pick  up  the  entire  cost  of  a  home  mortgage  in  the  same  year 
that  the  house  is  bought.

STATUS? 

The  House  version  of  the  constitutional  amendment  requiring  a  balanced  budget  (H,3.Res.  350)  has  223 
cosponsors.  Jt  needs  270  members  (two-thirds)  final  House  approval.   At  present  H,3.  Res.   350  is 
battled  up  Jn  the  House  Judiciary  Committee,  However,  House  conservatives  are  attempting  to  end  run 
the  Committee  and  in  effect  strip  the  Oudiciary  Committee  of  Its  jurisdiction, 

If  a  majority  (218)  of  House  members  sign  a  "discharge  petition'1,  the  bill  must  be  brought  directly  to 
the  fuii  Houae  for  consideration.  The  petition  being  circulated  for  signatures  eiso  discharges  the  House 
Rules  Committee  from  its  normal  jurisdiction.  Thus,  if  successfu)  the  amendment  would  go  to  the  floor 
under  a  cioaed  rule,  that  is  no  amendment  would  be  permitted,  and  after  only  1  hour  of  debate  there 
would  be  a  yes  or  no  vote.  If  the  discharge  tactic  succeeds,  the  chances  for  passage  of  H.D.Res.  350 
will  be  considerably  enhanced. 

ACTION  NEEDED; 

At  the  end  of  this  message  U  a  list  of  House  members  who  are  either  cosponsors  of  the  amendment  or 
who  otherwise  may  be  disposed  to  sign  the  discharge  petition, 

1)  The  appropriate  state  federations  officer  should  immediately  contact  by  phone  the  appropriate 
members  of  Congress  on  the  list  urging  that  they  not  sign  the  discharge  petition  end  request  appropriate 
Central  Labor  Councils  and  largest  affiliated  unions  within  the  appropriate  Congressional  district  to

2)  Legislative  Coordinators  -  Should  contact  the  appropriate  member  of  Congress  on  the  list  to  ascer- 
tain their  position.  If  they  are  either  inclined  to  sign  the  discharge  or  support  the  amendment,  activate 
your  grass  roots  network  to  send  letters  or  mailgrams  to  them  against  H.LRes,  350. 

3)  Regional  Directors  are  requested  to  assist  state  federation  officers  and  legislative  coordinators  in 
this  lobbying  campaign, 

4)  Please  confirm  by  telefax  as  soon  as  possible  which  legislative  contacts  have  been  made,  by  whomi 
and  the  response,  if  any,  from  the  appropriate  legislators.

New  York.  New  York 


For  seven  years,  the  people  of  Lebanon  have  been  subjected  to  a  reign  of 
terror  at  the  hands  of  the  PLO  and  Syria,  which  together  occupied  60  percent  of 
the  country.   Nearly  100,000  were  killed,  another  quarter  of  a  million  wounded, 
and  800,000  Christians  and  500,000  MosJ.ems  made  homeless.   The  country's  political 
structure  and  institutions  of  authority  were  shattered. 

In  Lebanon,  the  world  could  see  what  a  PLO  state  would  look  like,  but  little 
attention  was  paid  to  this  unfolding  tragedy.   By  contrast,  when  the  Israeli  forces 
moved  into  Lebanon,  there  was  a  global  outcry  against  the  civilian  casualties. 

The  AFL-CIO  deeply  regrets  the  loss  of  civilian  lives  in  the  present 
conflict.   The  PLO's  tactic  of  deliberately  locating  its  forces  in  residential 
areas  and  storing  its  ammunition  in  schools,  hospitals  and  other  public  facilities 
has  compounded  the  number  of  civilian  casualties.   In  effect,  it  is  holding  the 
civilian  population  of  West  Beirut  hostage. 

The  Executive  Council  considers  the  Israeli  invasion  of  Lebanon  entirely 
justified  on  security  grounds.   The  seizure  of  vast  caches  of  PLO  weapons  and 
ammunition  In  southern  Lebanon  is  proof  of  a  PLO  military  buildup  which  posed  a 
direct  threat  to  Israeli  security.   To  protect  its  security,  Israel  was  justified 
not  only  in  altering  its  stated  objective  of  removing  the  immediate  threat  but  in 
attacking  its  source  —  the  command  structure  of  the  PLO  itself. 


"Lebanon  -2- 

In  the  conflict  between  Israel,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  PLO  and  Syria, 
on  the  other,  the  AFL-CIO  is  not  neutral.   We  support  Israel.   The  world  should 
demand  that  the  PLO  and  Syria  leave  Lebanon  now  and  allow  the  Lebanese  to 
proceed  with  the  task  of  reconstruction  and  the  creation  of  an  independent 
central  government.   Upon  the  departure  of  those  forces,  the  Israeli  forces 
must  also  withdraw,  as  they  have  committed  themselves  to  do.   We  call  upon  the 
United  States  government  to  assist  the  Lebanese  in  this  task  in  every  way 
possible  and  to  make  humanitarian  aid  available  to  the  Lebanese  and  the  Palestinians 

In  destroying  the  PLCs  military  infrastructure,  Israel  has  not  only 
created  the  possibility  of  a  free  Lebanon;  it  has  dealt  a  blow  to  international 
terrorism  and  set  back  Soviet  influence  in  the  Middle  East  —  and  thus  advanced 
the  interests  of  the  Western  democracies. 

The  weakening  of  the  PLO  and  of  Soviet  influence  may  set  the  stage  for  fruit- 
ful discussion  with  moderate  Arab  forces  aimed  at  a  solution  of  the  Palestinian 
problem.   The  U.S.,  through  diplomatic  and  other  means,  should  work  toward  the 
creation  of  conditions  for  a  negotiated  settlement  of  this  issue.   Toward  this 
end,  the  AFL-CIO  urges  the  U.S.  government  to  continue  withholding  recognition 
from  the  PLO  and  to  refrain  from  any  actions  which  would  encourage  the  PLO  to 
believe  that  it  can  snatch  a  political  victory  from  military  defeat. 

The  PLO  should  be  denied  recognition  or  legitimacy  not  only  because  it  is 
dedicated  to  the  destruction  of  Israel  but  because  it  is  a  terrorist  organization.

To  reward  it  with  recognition  is  to  encourage  terrorism  as  a  political  tactic 
around  the  world.

Through  you,  I  would  like  to  sincerly  thank  your  organization  for  the  most  welcome 
news  that  your  organization  has  endorsed  my  candidacity.  Both  my  opponent  in  the  primary 
and  the  incumbent  are  going  to  be  tough  to  beat,  it  is  a  great  comfort  to  have  your 
colors  tied  to  the  end  of  my  lance.  Please  be  assurred  that  I  bear  those  colors  with  a 
great  deal  of  pride  and  a  determination  not  to  let  those  colors  be  sullied. 

Although  the  office  that  I  am  currently  seeking  is  on  the  state  level,  I  fully  intend  to 
join  the  State  Reps  of  other  states, notably  Arizona,  in  attacking  the  single  root  cause 
of  most  of  the  problems  of  labor,  as  well  as  all  Americans.  This  well  from  which  most 
ills  flow  is  the  Federal  Reserve  System, with  it's  current  "experiment"  with  high  interest 
rates  and  tight  money, which  with  the  aid  of  David  Stockman, effectively  short  circuits 
the  normal  American  free  enterprise  system  that  labor  requires  to  flourish. 

The  powers  that  are  employed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  System  are  powers  that,  under  the 
Constitution,  belong  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  therefore,  to  the  people  of 
these  United  States  and  should  be  returned  to  the  Congress,  who  had  no  visible  authority 
to  delagate  those  powers  to  a  consortium  of  private  bankers.  To  this  end,  I  am  already 
in  contact  with  the  State  Reps  of  Arizona,  through  the  office  of  U. S. Congressman  Eldon 
Rudd  (R.  Ariz).  Congressman  Rudd,  as  you  may  know,  was  sucessfull  in  the  abolishment  of  the 
U.S. Metric  Board,  a  move  in  which  I  am  proud  to  have  helped  and  which  removed  a  two+ 
million  dollar  annual  debt  from  the  backs  of  the  American  taxpayer  as  well  as  removed  a 
program  which  carried  sinister  implications. 

It  is  also  my  ambition  to  either  introduce  new  legislation  or  assist  others  to  do  so, 
which  will  further  labor  conditions,  among  them,  improved  on  the  job  safety  and  the 
revamping  of  the  disgracefull  Workman's  Compensation  program,  in  addition  to  fighting 
Mr.  Stockmans  attacks  on  the  Social  Security  program,  labor's  ultimate  protection  against 
disaster.

As  such,  it  seems 
only  rational  that  the  Social  Security  system  should  be  removed  from  the  budget  process 
and  from  the  tender  mercies  of  the  likes  of  David  Stockman,  away  from  the  occaision  for 
no  interest  loans,  ect.  as  have  taken  place  in  the  past.  In  addition,  I  believe  that 
a  complete  accounting  should  be  demanded  for  all  Social  Security  accounts  that  were, for 
one  reason  or  another,  retired  without  payment. 

In  the  event  that  I  am  not  able  to  effectively  battle  this  problem  from  the  state  level, 
it  will  be  my  very  great  pleasure  to  again  seek  the  endorsement  of  your  organization, 
in  the  198^  elections, when  I  will  seek  an  office  on  the  National  level.  In  any  event, 
now  that  I  have  climbed  the  mast  of  the  guy  derrick,  I  don't  intend  to  come  down  until 
the  job  is  finished.

•  Water  Safety  Training  -  instructing  small  craft 
owners  and  others  how  to  be  safe  in,  on,  and 
around  water. 


•  Blood  Collection  -  collecting  and  distributing 
units  of  blood  from  volunteer  donors  and  over- 
seeing distribution  for  use  by  patients. 

•  Health  and  Nursing -training  in  preparation  for 
parenthood,  home  nursing,  and  other  health  sub- 
jects, plus  free  hypertension  (blood  pressure) 
screening  by  Red  Cross  nurses. 

•  Youth  Service  Programming -providing  area 
schools  with  Red  Cross  youth  programs  in  which 
young  people  learn  the  value  of  volunteer  service 
to  the  community. 

•  Community  Volunteering -supervising  com- 
munity volunteers  who  serve  hospital  patients, 
drive  vehicles,  sew  and  knit,  do  office  work,  and 
bring  special  help  to  the  blind  and  elderly.
